PARIS, April 29 (R). — The new French gover nm ent to- 
day promised gradual removal of controls on industrial 
and public service prices to strengthen French Industry 
and encourage investment. The return to price freedom 
Immediately welcomed by businessmen -- was the 
main element in Prime Minister Raymond Bane’s plans 
for restoring economic health. Presenting his governm- 
ent's policy statement to the national assembly, Mr. 
Barre also said government subsidies to Industry would 
gradually be reduced. His economic strategy included a 
two-year freeze on income, and company taxes as well 
as value added tax. Social security costs will also be 
held steady.

Bowing yesterday's message in 
the name of the Red Brigades 
kidnappers that Mr. Moro had 
been executed “by suicide” and 
his body dumped there.

Cyprus differences 

He said serious differences 
still remain over whether new 
Turkish proposals on Cyprus 
go far enough to reactivate 
talks between the Mediterran- 
ean island’s divided communi- 
ties. 

The proposals outlined to Mr. 
Waldheim at talks in Vienna 
fast week included a total wi- 
thdrawal of Turkish forces 


from the island once a settle- 
ment was reached with the Gr- 
eek- Cypriot community. 

Mr. Waldheim failed today 
to get Greek-Cypriot approval 
for renewed settlement talks 
oh the basis of the fresh Tu- 
rkish-Cypriot proposals. 

Cyprus President Spyros Ky- 
prianou said acceptance of the 
proposals for a resumption of 
inter-communal talks would 
be a decision to commit sui- 
cide. 

Turkey will pull 800 troops 
out of Cyprus this weekend, 
raising to 15,000 the number 
withdrawn from the island si- 
nce the Turkish invasion of 
1974, the Foreign Ministry an- 
nounced today in Ankara. 

Some 28,000 Turkish troops 
remain in control of 36 per 
cent of the island. Eighteen 
per cent of the population is 
Turkish-Cypriot. 

Mr. Waldheim also disclosed 
today that the Turkish side had 
handed him a map containing 
concrete proposals on the ter- 
ritorial dispute. 


Navon is new 
Israeli president 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Ap- 
ril 19 (R). — The Israeli Knes- 
set today elected opposition 
Labour leader Yitzhak Navon 
to succeed Professor Ephraim 
Katzir as president. - 

Mr. Navon, 57, a former 
long-time aide to Israel’s fir- 
st Prime t Minister, David Ben 
Gurion, became the first Isra- 
eli born head of state and the 
first of Sephardic (Oriental) 
origin. Till now Israel’s presi- 
dents have all been European- 
born. 

Mr. Navon almost became 
president in 1973 but at the 
time Prime Minister Golda Me- 
ir. his party leader, prevented 
his election, having never for- 
given him for leaving the par- 
ty in the late 1960’s. 

The rightwing Likud-led go- 
vernment's decision to choose 
Mr. Navon for the mainly ce- 
remonial office came as a su- 
prise since he was the main 
television spokesman for the 
Labour Party In last year's ge- 


neral elections. 

But after public opinion for- 
ced Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin to withdraw his person- 
al choice for the office, an 
unknown nuclear scientist. Mr. 
Begin refused to accept the 
Liberal candidate, leaving the 
field open for Mr. Navon. 

Mr. Begin was determined 
that Israel’s next president sh- 
ould come from Sephardic ba- 
ckground as the community 
makes up‘ about 60 per cent 
of Israel’s population and of- 
ten complains of discriminat- 
ion. 

The secret free vote in the 
Knesset which elected Mr. Na- 
von by 86 votes with no op- 
position and 23 blank ballots 
demonstrated his personal po- 
pularity. 


larly consultations between 
parliamentary bloc leaders yes- 
terday, indicated a new harm- 
ony between the various fac- 
tions.

President Sarkis accepted the 
resignation and asked the mi- 
nisters to remain In office until 
a new cabinet could be form- 
ed.

The Lebanese Front, which 
groups the main rightist parti- 
es, met today to discuss fast 
week’s fighting and drew up a 
list of demands to be presen- 
ted to President Sarkis. 

Former President Camille 
Chamoun, leader of the front, 
told reporters he would pass 
the demands to the president 
as soon as possible. He did not 
elaborate. 

Historic meeting 

The cabinet resignation fol- 
lowed a historic meeting yes- 
terday between parliamentary 
deputies representing all reli- 
gious sects and most political 
persuasions. 

For some. It was the first 
time they had sat together sin- 
ce the civil war began In Ap- 
ril. 1975. 

Former Prime Minister Saeb 
Safam, a conservative Moslem 
leader, told reporters after the 
meeting it had marked “the 
beginning of understanding" 
among the Lebanese. 

Mr. Chamoun said he hoped 
concrete results would be ach- 
ieved at a follow-up meeting 
scheduled for Thursday. 

In a related development. 
Palestinian leader Yasser Ar- 
afat has arrested 130 militant 
Palestinians to ensure a mora- 
torium on military operations 
against Israeli forces in south 
Lebanon, reliable Palestinian 
sources disclosed here today. 

They said the battlefield cr- 
ackdown occurred a few hours 
after Arafat made the morato- 
rium pledge to U.N. Secretary 
General Kurt Waldheim during 
their 70-minute meeting in Be- 
irut Monday. 

The detainees belong to a 
hardline wing »n Mr. Arafat’s 
own group Al Fatah. They at- 
tempted to defy the moratori- 
um. the sources said. 

The arrests of a temporary 
nature and the detainees will 
be freed once they are remo- 
ved from the southern front, 
the sources said.

Israel will withdraw its for- 
ces in southern Lebanon by 
May 5 to the 10 fans, deep 
security belt it captured dur- 
ing the first phase of its inva- 
sion a month ago.

gion south of the Litani River. 

The radio quoted Mr. Weiz- 
man as saying the chances we- 
re good that the area to be 
evacuated would be kept free 
of Palestinian guerrillas, follo- 


wing promises by Dr. Waldhe- 
im to increase the size of the 
force to 6,000 and UNIFIL in- 
tentions to prevent the infilt- 
ration of Palestinians back in- 
to the region. 

First Lebanese 
army checkpoint 

The Lebanese army today 
set up a check-point along a 
main road in southern Leban- 
on -- its first since the end 
of the two year civil war fo 
1976. 

Soldiers manning the check- 
point at the village of Museileh 
on the road between Zahrani 
and Nabatiyeh, searched cars 
heading for, or returning from, 
Nabatiyeh. 

' Meanwhile, the number of 
the UN. force in southern Le- 
banon rose to about 3,000 men 
with the arrival today of add- 
itional French troops. 

The Fre nch contingent, part 
of UNIFIL. now totals 1,100 
men after the latest group 
380 soldiers -- flew here. 


West Bankers protest 
killing by Israelis 


TEL AVIV, April 19 (AP). — 
Schoolchildren in the occupied 
West Bank of Jenin shouted 
and threw stones at Israeli mi- 
litary vehicles today, a day 
after an Israeli army patrol 
fatally shot an Arab youth th- 
ere wbo had thrown a molotov 
cocktail at a bus. 

A military spokesman said 
the students dispersed and 
there were no arrests or inju- 
ries. 

Twenty-year-old Sami Sha- 
raban was shot and killed by 
Israeli forces Tuesday in Je- 
nin after he threw a fire bomb 
at a bus filled with Arab wo- 
rkers, a military spokesman 
said. 

The spokesman said two yo- 
uths threw the bomb at the 
bus shortly after it left a sta- 
tion on the way to Israel m 
the early morning. Troops pu- 
rsued the youths, firing war- 
ning shots into the air, the 
spokesman claimed. 

When they did not stop, the 
troops fired at the youths’ 
legs, the spokesman said. La- 
ter they found the body of the 
dead youth and captured his 
accomplice, he said. 

The incident was the latest 
in a series of attacks on bu- 
ses carrying workers from oc- 
cupied Arab territory to jobs 
inside farael. 

Settlement work continues 

Meanwhile, at Nebi Saleh, 
a solitary bulldozer crunched 


its way through a rocky West 
Bank hillside today to build ho- 
mes for the Jewish settlers 
whose expansion plans almost 
set off a government crisis 
last month. 

Construction work on the 
Nebi Saleh site was halted at 
the beginning of March on the 
orders of Defence Minister Ez- 
er Weizman. He telephoned 
from Washington to threaten 
resignation unless the work 
stopped. 

Mr. Weizman was concern- 
ed that new settlement work 
would cast a blight on talks 
about to start with President 
Jimmy Carter. 

But the talks came to no- 
thing. And in the past few 
days the bulldozer has resum- 
ed the clearance of land to bu- 
ild homes for the Nebi Saleh 
settlers. “It’s all been auth- 
orised,” said a surveyor at the 
site. He declined to say more. 

Watching approvingly were 
some members of the 12 fam- 
ilies, belonging to the fanati- 
cally nationalistic Gush Emu- 
nim movement, who set up ho- 
mes last November at this sp- 
ot about 40 kms. north of Je- 
rusalem. - 

Since then they have been 
inside a barrack-type building 
that used to be a police post. 

Government officials declin- 
ed to say whether the settle- 
ment building freeze had been 
foraally rescinded and if so by 
whom.

LONDON, April 19 (R). — U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance 
today gave a strong warning 
to the Soviet Union over its 
role in the Horn of Africa only 
hours before flying to Moscow 
for talks. 

Mr. Vance told a ministerial 
session of the Central Treaty 
Organisation (CENTO) here 
the U.S. was deeply concerned 
that Moscow arid its Cuban 
ally "are unwilling to recog- 
nise- the fundamental principle 
often stated by African na- 
tions that they can solve th- 
eir own problems without the 


use of external force.” 

He said the presence of lar- 
ge numbers of Cuban troops 
and Soviet personnel in the 
Horn did not promote stability, 
and followed this attack with 
his toughest statement yet on 
Eritrea, 

*lt is clear to ns that if the 
Eritrean issue is determined 
through the use of force by 
foreign troops, bloodshed and 
suffering will increase, no en- 
during solution will be found 
and tensions in the region will 
only be heightened,” Mr. Van- 
ce said.

ILO information experts 
say Jordan is adapting 
realistically to 
brain drain problem 






What they do, 
what they say 

One of the underlying aims of any peace-making 
effort in any conflict situation is that one reaches a 
stage where the conciliatory intentions of both 
parties are projected and magnified by token acts 
demonstrating honourable intentions. The Middle 
East is no different, and at some point, Oi.e thinks, 
both sides of the dispute should be able to come up 
with those little acts that signal bigger and more 
noble intent. The supreme example of this is the trip 
of President Sadat to Israel, a gesture of incalculable 
value in signalling Egypt’s long-term desire to live 
peacefully with the people of Israel, provided they in 
turn are willing to live peacefully in Palestine with 
the Palestinians. 

Within this context, it is an act of extraordinary 
bad timing and an indication of extraordinary bad 
faith for the Israelis to resume building two new 
Jewish settlements in the occupied West Bank this 
week. The matter is doubly unpleasant because this 
newspaper has been told by senior American- officials 
directly involved in Middle East policy formulation 
that one form of American action to bring about a 
healthier negotiating atmosphere in the Middle East 
has been in its efforts to curtail, and perhaps even 
reverse, Israeli plans for large-scale settlements in 
occupied Arab territory. We are told by the 
Americans that the grandiose plans of Israeli 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon to settle several 
million Jews in Arab lands have quietly been shelved, 
and it is suggested to us that this is an indication of 
what the United States can do to help prod peace 
talks in the Middle East 

If this is the case, the Israeli actions this week 
in resuming their settlement programme are a slap 
to the Arabs and a slap to the Americans, and they 
prompt us to be even more convinced than ever that 
any Israeli talk about withdrawal from the occupied 
Arab lands is a load of mythology primarily aimed 
at soothing ruffled psyches in the mythology-prone 
power corridors of North America and Western 
Europe.

Al Dustour also notes {hat Mr. Atherton’s visit comes nearly 
at the same time as Dr. Waldheim’s efforts to convene an interim 
conference of all interested parties including the confrontation 

Arab states, the Palestinians, the United States and the Soviet 
Union under the aegis of the United Nations as a substitute for 
the Egyptian- Israeli negotiations and as preliminary step to con- 
vening the Geneva Middle East Peace Conference. 

In order that Mr. Atherton’s visit “will not raise more dust 
over the present efforts to hold an Arab summit," the newspaper 
mile Egypt to tell the other Arab countries what the American 
envoy wants as soon as he arrives in Cairo. 

Such a ‘‘notification" is not to be construed as Interference in 
Egypt’s affairs but rather to head off any 'misinterpretations or 
misconceptions, Al Dustour says. 

The paper adds that “to prevent new columns of dust rising 
in the Arab atmosphere in this critical stage, Cairo is called upon 
to refrain from holding any new contacts with Israel until an 
Arab summit convenes, no matter what enticements Atherton may 
carry with him."

Civil Status Department sets sights 
on streamlined registration methods

1980 the Civil Status Depart- 
ment aims to complete regi- 
stration of all Jordanians, as- 
sign everyone a social security 
number and issue everyone 
1 a family book, the departme- 
nt’s director told the Jordan 
Times in a recent interview. 
This may not sound tike a 
big job in a country with only 
300,000 families, but the de- 
partment had to virtually st- 
art from scratch last year ma- 
king the job a formidable task. 

Mr. Rifai’e Al Hazaymeh, 
Director General of the Civil 
Status Department, said that 
although tiie department was 
set up in 1966 it was not per- 
mitted to function fully as it 
should due to the 1967 war. 
Full operations were repeated- 
ly postponed. He said: “It 
wasn’t until 1977 that the co- 
untry's growing need for ac- 
curate statistics on education, 
the military, voting and deve- 
lopment compelled a cabinet 
decision to give the go .ahead 
for full operations. On' June 
1, 1977 the department initia- 
ted a three-year-plan where- 
by all citizens would be regis- 
tered and issued vital docum- 
ents. ** 

The Civil Status Departme- 
nt js primarily concerned with 
civil registration, which incl- 
udes registration qf all births, 
deaths, marriages and divorc- 
es, and is responsible for the 
issuing of legal documents pe- 
rtaining to each status chan- 
ge. The department also per- 
forms a service to all govern- 
ment brandies by providing 
them with s tat i st i ca l informa- 
tion at their request 

“The Ministry of E duca ti o n 
each year requires a list of 
'all eligible st udents in each 
age group, the military and 
police force require lists of 
all men eligible for service, 
eligible voter lists are requir- 
ed for elections and a variety 
of non-government groups re- 
quire statistics on births, de- 
aths and so forth for their 
particular programmes." Mr. 
Al Hazaymeh said. 

"Unfortunately," he added, 
“up until last year there was 
no real enforcement of the 
rules either compelling or en- 
couraging citizens to register. 
So as a result the statistics 
were inaccurate.” But now fa- 
milies are befog encouraged 
to come in for registration 
and there are specific time li- 
mits set for each type of re- 
gistration with a film for deii- 
quency. For example births 
should be registered within 
one month, marriages within 
three months and deaths with- 
in two months. 

Family Books 

One of the cornerstones of 
the new three-year-plan for 
complete registration is the 
family book, a 36- page book- 
let given to the head of each 
family upon completion of re- 
gistration. The book is actual- 
ly a summary of information 
contained in the master reg- 


mber and contains that per- 
son’s vital statistics, such as 
place and date of birth, add- 
ress, occupation, martial sta- 
tus, education and military 
service. 

Mr. Al Hazaymeh went on: 
"Since the department began 
issuing the family book last 
June 30,000 families have been 
registered. Sixteen thousand 
families were registered and 
Issued books in January and 
February. Also in the first 
two months of this year 6,000 
Identity cards were issued, 
16,000 birth certificates were 
issued and about 6,000 deaths 
registered.” 

Mr. Al Hazaymeh noted th- 
at the biggest handicaps in 
tiie registration process are 
the lack of manpower and ad- 
vanced techniques. AH docu- 
ments are issued manually 
and must be processed thro- 
ugh a number of operations 
which require a great deal of 
time. 

Mr Al Hazaymeh recently 
returned from an eight-day vi- 
sit to Sweden where he led 
a Jordanian delegation on a 
study of Sweden’s civil stat- 
us offices. He found many ba- 
sic similarities between tiie 
Jordanian and Swedish syste- 
ms, especially in the issuing 
of social security numbers. 
However, the Swtedes have the 
convenience of a quick-service 
computer and utilise both the 
telephone and mail in the tra- 
nsfer erf information. “These 
high-speed techniques," he sa- 
id, “make rapid documentation 
and compiling of statistics 
very easy.” 


Asked how Jordan would 
benefit from the Swedish ex- 
ample, Mr. Al Hazaymeh said: 
"Once the full registration has 
been accomplished we plan, to 
inint cards addressed to the 
department with entries which 
will give all informat km ab- 
out status changes. Such car- 
ds will be made available at 
post offices. They could then 
be filled out and mailed to the 
department making a visit to 
tiie department unnecessary.” 

As far as computerisation Is 
concerned. Mr Al Hazaymeh 
retnaiked: "Since March of 
this year we have been using 
the Royal Scientific Society’s 
computer for compiling statis- 
tical information. We also ho- 
pe to obtain the use of a 
quick-service computer by 
1980." 

Mr. Al Hazaymeh’s vision 
right now is set on first re- 
aching the point where every 
citizen is registered. Once this 
has been accomplished the 
next step will be to stream- 
line all registration infor- 
mation transfer operations. He 
hopes to be able to make 
statistics available via teleph- 
one on short notice. 

At present the department 
has 30 branches, five of which 
are in Amman. These 30 off- 
ices are spread out to provide

at least one branch for each 
governorate There are plans 
now for another 20 branches, 
according to Mr. Al Hazay- 
meh, “to bring the offices cl- 
oser to the villages. With 20 
more branch offices there will 
be about one for each mun- 
icipality or one for every five 
or six villages. This will make 
registration more convenient 
for the local people who pre- 
viously had to travel a long 
way to an office. Each new 
branch will be staffed by a 
small team of two or three 
workers.” 

The department Is responsi- 
ble for the registration of aU 
Jordanians, including those li- 
ving on the West Bank. How- 
ever* West Bankers must re- 
gister in the East Bank as th- 
ere are no offices on the West 
Bank. 

Each branch office is basi- 
cally identical in function and 
operation. However, the head- 
quarters, located at the Third 
Circle on Jabal Amman, con-* 
the archives where all 
records and documents are 
kept on file. The archives are 


a microfilm library and people 
may obtain copies of their 
records upon request- 

Other Arab countries 

Asked about civil status 
registration in other Arab 
countries Mr. Al Hazaymeh 
said that he had made a visit 
to Syria last year from June 
26 to July 1 to study the 
Syrian system. “Syria”, he 
said, 'is one of tiie oldest co- 
untries in tills field. However, 
it is still recording manually.** 

"As a matter of fact, most 
Arab countries are still recor- 
ding manually,” he said. 

With the department press- 
ing for complete registration, 
one problem has arisen uni- 
que to this area which has 
proven to be a slight hind- 
erance. During the last days 
of Turkish rule many regist- 
ration offices were destroyed 
and records burned to protect 
the local citizens. So now 
many older people are coming 
in who do not know their 
birth or marriage date and

AMMAN, April 39 — The “br- 
oad and complex question” of 
Jordan’s brain drain bag been 
given prominence is the discu- 
ssions held by two information 
experts from Geneva who have 
been invited to visit Jordan 
by His Highness Prince Hass- 
ran. 

Mr, Kyiil Udmarsh who is 
the Director of the Public In- 
formation Bureau at the Inter- 
national Labour Office (ILO). 
and Dr. Borko Stosoc, Preside- 
nt of the Correspondents As- 
sociation of Journalists attach- 
ed to the United Nations at 
Geneva, arrived here on Sun- 
day for a week-long visit. 

"My impression”, Mr. Tid- 
marsh told the Jordan Times 
“is that Jordanians realise they 
have got to five with this pro- 
blem” of the brain drain. He 
.detected a certain optimism 
among officials that the brain 
drain would slow down within 
a few years when it Is hoped 
that people will start coming 
back to Jordan. “But they all 
say that you cannot Just stop 
it” Mr. Udmarsh went on. 

In their talks with the mini- 
sters of education and labour 
as wen as with Prince Hassan, 
the two men got the impressi- 
on that Jordan was ‘’realisti- 
cally'’ adapting to the situa- 
tion. Education was being or- 
ganised to provide a surplus 
of trained people so that there 
would be enough for Jordan 
in spite of the brain drain. And 
this training was itself being 
more closely geared to the ac- 
tual needs of the country and 
the region. 

The importance of bringing 
women Into the labour market 
was stressed by all the offi- 
cials they met, Mr. Udmarsh 
said. 

At tiie same time Jordan 
has proposed the establishment 
of an International arrangeme- 
nt to compensate countries wh- 
ich export skilled manpower. 
"As a result of Prince Hass- 
an’s suggestion (for an Interna- 
tional Labour Compensatory 
Fund) the thing is being look- 
ed at very closely.”

In his reply to the house speaker 
the King thanked the house for supporting his decision 
which stresses “the constitutional democratic principles 
on which the state of Jordan has been based since its 
establishment.”

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OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, Ap- 
ril 19 (AP). — The Israeli Sup- 
reme Court today rejected an 
appeal for reduced sentence 
by Terre Fleener, a young Te- 
xan woman convicted to col- 
lecting intelligence for Arab 
guerrillas. 

Defence lawyer Abed Assali 
said after the hearing he wo- 
uld consider -requesting amnesty 
from Israel's president to rele- 
ase Miss Fleener from her five- 
year prison sentence. 

Miss Fleener, 23, of San An- 
tonio, was arrested Oct 25 on 
charges of violating Israel's st- 
rict regulations against having 
contact with members of an 
Arab guerrilla organisation. 

She was accused of photog- 
raphing public buildings and 
beaches and sending them to 
a guerrilla contact for what 
the court assumed would be 
the planning of a terrorist at- 
tack. 

Justice Haim Cohen, read- 
ing the four-page judgement, 
said the Tel Aviv district co- 
urt had considered Miss teen- 
er’s expressions of remorse and 
the mUd nature of her offense 


in handing down a sentence 
that fell far short of the max- 
imum. 

The blonde attractive wom- 
an was arraigned on charges 
that carried maximum prison 
terms ranging from 10 to 20 
years.

Miss Fleener, dressed in a 
blue prison uniform as she sat 
in the wooden defender's box, 
showed little emotion as the 
judgement was translated by 
her attorney and a court of- 
ficial. 

“Of course she was disappo- 
inted,” Mr. Assali said. “She 
went into the court in high 
spirits and very optimistic,” 
he said. 

A copy of the judgement 
was handed to two U.S. emba- 
ssy officials who arrived late 


for the hearing. Miss Fleener 
was led out of the courtroom, 
handcuffed and driven back to 
prison. 

Mr. Assali said he would 
decide on an amnesty request 
after consulting with Miss Fle- 
ener. “I don’t know what our 
chances are,” he said. 

The court hearing came just 

two hours before Israel's Knes- 
set elected a new president. 
Israel’s presidency is a largely 
ceremonial office, and a presi- 
dential decision for amnesty 
would need the recommenda- 
tion of Prime Minister Mena- 
chem Begin. 

Chief counsel Felicia Lang- 
er argued in presenting her 
appeal April 1 that Miss Fle- 
ener had photographed places 
that could be found on pictu- 
re postcards available to any 
tourist. 

She said Miss Fleeneris ac- 
tions had not resulted in any 
violation of state security, al- 
though she admitted the ille- 
gality of the actions.

gher anyway in dollar terms 
this year. 

A spokesman for the Minis- 
try of Inte rnatio nal Trade and 
Industry (MITT) said addition- 
al voluntary curbs might be 
applied to exports of watch- 
es, cameras and video tape re- 
corders, if necessary.

— About 100 Arab business lead- 
ers from ten countries will open two days of talks here tomorrow 
aimed at expanding trade with the United States, the U.S. Cham- 
ber of Commerce announced. U.S. -Arab trade totalled almost 
$25 billion last year. Treasury Secretary Michael Blumenthal and 
Commerce Secretary Juanita Kreps will lead U.S. government 
participation in the talks. The Arab delegation, the largest ever 
to visit the United States, according to the chamber, comprises 
businessmen from Egypt, Jordan, Kuwait, Lebanon. Libya, Moro- 
cco, Oman, Saudi Arabia, Syria and the United Arab Emirates.

WASHINGTON, CF.T.) — It is 
a rare piece of proposed le- 
gislation which has as its jo- 
int sponsors Sen. Barry Gold- 
water, America's foremost con- 
gressional conservative, and 
Mr. Edward Koch, a former 
liberal congressman, now ma- 
yor of New York City. 

But the proposed Omnibus 
Right To Privacy Act is a bill 
which draws support from all 
elements of the political spect- 
rum. Technological developme- 
nts and the increasingly heavy 
use of computers by govern- 
ment, commercial creditors, in- 
surance agencies, medical and 
educational institutions has cr- 
eated widespread concern abo- 
ut the protection of individual 
privacy. The Iegislaion introdu- 
ced by Sen. GoJdwater and Mr. 
Koch is the latest in a series 
of congressional moves to give 
Americans more control over 
the personal information col- 
lected about them. 

Computer files 
Vast amounts of data is al- 


ready stored in U.S. computer 
systems: Tax returns, census 
returns, social security infor- 
mation, military records, secu- 
rity flies, finger prints, govern- 
ment mortgage guarantees, cr- 
edit records, health data and 
social research. The average 
American finds aspects of his 
life once considered private 
now being checked, filed and 
computerised. His health rec- 
ords are kept by insurance 
companies, and, in some cas- 
es, by the Department of He- 
alth, Education and Welfare. 
His financial standing, in this 
cashless society, is recorded in 
credit records. Even his school 
records can be made available 
to law enforcement agencies, 
the military and other govern- 
ment offices. 

Backers of privacy legislat- 
ion say it is now technological- 
ly feasible to store a dossier 
on every American and to ret- 
rieve information on any one 
of them within 28 seconds. 
They worry that should infor- 
mation be gathered together 
on one central computer sys- 
tem no citizen would be out 
of the eye of “Big Brother”. 

Much of this concern is di- 
rected toward the growing use

of social security numbers tv 
government agencies, banks, 
schools other institutions. 
Privacy advocates fear they 
will become “universal identifi- 
ers” for either a central data 
h ank or exchanges of inform- 
ation between agencies with- 
out an individual’s knowledge 
or permission. 

The Bank Secrecy Act of 
1970 requires banks to record 
and make available to the go- 
vernment many of the financial 
transactions of their custom- 
ers, including all cheque trans- 
actions of over $100. New 
York State keeps a computer 
index of all patients receiving 
prescriptions for certain drugs. 
Many states and localities ke- 
ep abortion records. Names of 
drug addicts are kept by many 
state, local and federal regist- 
ries. 

The Medicaid management 


information system gives sta- 
tes extra federal funding for 
their Medicaid programmes if 
they agree to maintain detail- 
ed patient files for inspection 
by federal auditors and inves- 
tigators. 

Privacy breach 

Misuse of such records could 
binder a citizen’s ability to sec- 
ure employment, insurance, cr- 
edit. medicare, education and 
other government benefits. 

In 1974 Congress passed a 
privacy act with the objective 
of protecting citizens from in- 
vasion of privacy by the fe- 
deral government. The law pe- 
rmitted individuals, for the fi- 
rst time, to inspect informati- 
on about themselves in agency 
files and to challenge, correct 
and amend the material. How- 
ever, law enforcement, CIA. 


secret service and other gov- 
ernment records were exemp- 
ted from disclosure. The law 
also established a Privacy Pro- 
tection Study Commission to 
examine safeguards not cove- 
red by the 1974 act. Its reco- 
mmendations, made public last 
year, were the basis of the 
proposals introduced by Sen. 
Goldwater and former congres- 
sman Koch. President Carter 
has directed a cabinet review 
of the commission’s recomme- 
ndations. 

Of great concern to privacy 
proponents is the widespread 
inaccuracies in record keeping. 
An unfavourable or mistaken 
credit report can be a lifelong 
nuisance. An inaccurate school 
record can alter a student’s 
future career. 

Citizen access 

Thus, the Study Commissi- 
on’s emphasis was in granting 
citizen access to all informa- 
tion possessed by organisatio- 
ns and allowing correction of 
mistaken documents. It recom- 
mended that individuals have 
a legally enforceable "expecta- 
tion of confidentiality” which 
would protect them from insti- 


tutions divulging the informa- 
tion they possess to other pri- 
vate or governmental organis- 
ations without a person’s kn- 
owledge or consent. 

Because the 1978 congress- 
ional agenda is crowded with 
tax and energy legislation and 
the Panama Canai treaties, it 
is unlikely that the privacy 
legislation will be acted upon 
this year. 

Its backers hope, however, 
that the dialogue begun bv the 
Study Commission report will 
spur passage of some provisi- 
ons next year. They hope prin- 
cipally for the passage of the 
act’s first provision for a per- 
manent federal information and 
privacy board to oversee the 
efTect of government collection 
and use of personal informat- 
ion on the rights of individ- 
uals. 

The problem of protecting 
an individual's right of privacy 
in the face of increasing gov- 
ernmental intervention ir citi- 
zens’ lives is not one whi'*h

NEW YORK (CSM) — In the 
late morning in the Molo Be- 
vereUo, the port of Naples, It 
is easy to spot the boat for 
Capri: It Is as crowded and 
restless as Capri itself. 

But among the graceful 
white fleet of the Societa Pa- 
tenopea Navigazione, the ship 
marked Esola Ischia 13 ore 
(1 p.m.) seems scantily patro- 
nised. 

And of those on board, 
many seem unlikely tourist 
types. That easily you can 
spot a mam difference between 
these neighbouring islands off 
the coast of Italy in the Ty- 
rrhenian Sea. 

Leaving the port, the two 
boats travel similar courses for 
a time; then the crowded ves- 
sel for Capri veers left, while 
this one for Ischia diesels stra- 
ight down he peninsula past 
the Phelegraean Fields, which 
was a sort of Imperial Miami 
20 centuries ago. 

The boat to Ischia pushes 
straight for the 2£85-foot 
peak of ML Epomeo in the 
centre of the island of Ischia, 
glowing almost an iridescent 
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specialities as well as oriental 
and European cuisine at the 
most r e a sonabl e prices.

green against the translucent 
blue bay. Fast the breakwater 
then, it glides into a circular 
harbour, the semi-submerged 
crater of an ancient volcano. 

Over the centuries, Ischia's 
invaders have given It a cos- 
mopolitan quality unexpected 
cm an island so often spurned 
by tourists. The harbour itself 
has a pronounced Aegean fla- 
vour, while the architecture 
ashore is an interesting blend 
of Italian, Moorish and "Me- 
diterranean eclectic”. 

To New World eyes, it Is 
all quaint, inviting, and the 
stuff of which dreams and 
travel posters are built. 

The something-for-everyone 
quality of Ischia is reflected 
first in the taxis waiting dock- 
side. There are well-kept bug- 
gies pulled by horses, diesel 
sedans, Piaggos (a hardy, thr- 
ee-wheeled Italian compromise 
between a motorcycle and a 
mule), and a pair of elegant 
300SE Mercedes-Benz convert- 
ibles with tops down but the 
local touch of a surrey-like 
canvas “lid” to keep off the 
sun. 

Exploration of Ischia requi- 
res a variety of transportat- 
ion. 

First, a boat to circumnavi- 
gate the coast and Its 34 kms. 
(about 21 miles) of beaches; 
bus or car to explore the wild, 
Utah-like interior highlands; 
funivia (cable car) to ascend 
the 225 metres (837 feet) of 
Montagnone for a panoramic 
overlook; and muleback if you 
want to conquer all of the 
788 metres <2.585 feet) of Mt 
Epomeo. 

Moving up from Ischia Gt- 
ta (city) you come quickly 
upon Casamicciola Terme, a 
town famous, among other re- 
asons, for the fact that Nor- 
wegian playwright Henrik Ib- 
sen lived and wrote here. 

(If Ibsen were here today 
he might choose the next to- 
wn along the coast, Lacco 
Ameno, the island’s low-deci- 
bel boom town, a hot spot for 
the international jet set.) 

Crossing the mountains to 
the west coast, you encounter 
glorious vistas on all sides 
and storybook villages with 
names like Buonopane (good 
bread). Capo dellTJomo (head 
of the man), and Serrara Fon- 
tana (enclosed fountain). 

Near an especially dramatic 
hairpin curve in the road the- 
re Is a colony of cave dwel- 
lers who have resisted all eff- 
orts to relocate them into the 
20th century. 

The west coast town of Fo- 
rio is an unspoiled, somewhat 
less visited scenic and spirit- 
ual retreat favoured by arti- 
sts and writers. 

A local guide likes to tell 
of people “who camp to paint 


or write for a week and stay 
for the rest of their lives.” It 
isn't hard to see why. 

Nearby, an ancient watch- 
tower (rebuilt in 14S0) looks 
out over the sea and as awe- 
somely beautiful a beach, cal- 
led Citara, as you are likely 
to find anywhere. 

The southwest corner of Is- 
chia is a complex of coves, 
points, and tiny islands worth 
days of sailing, swimming, and 
snorkling. 

This bit of geography cul- 
minates in the fishing village 
of San Angelo and the ahnost- 
island fortress at the tip of 
Punta San Angelo, the inva- 
sion point for Lord Nelson's 
fleet when the British seized 
Ischia and Capri from Napol- 
eon’s navy. 

Maronti Beach extends for 
a straight stretch of nearly 
two miles on this part of Is- 
chia's coastline, and it is pro- 
bably the hottest beach in the 
world Volcanic fires kept the 
sand so heated that you can’t 
walk there barefoot (it even 
is possible to “hard boil” eggs 
by burying them in the sand). 

A few more kilometres br- 
ings you to one of Ischia's 
crown jewels, the Gastel Ara- 
gonese. Rooted atop a moun- 
tain-island a few hundred fe- 
et off shore, the castie has 
a history shrouded in the mi- 
sts of time. Once a bastion 
against raiding Saracens and 
Pisans, it was restored in 
1450 by Alfonso d’Aragona. 

Since, it has been a sanc- 
tuary (against invader and 
earthquake). And It was the 
backdrop for one of the great 
lyrical Italian love stories: The 
courtship and royal wedding 
of Ferrante d’ Avalos and Vic- 
toria Colonna. 

A poet and lover of cul- 
ture. VIttoria stayed on at the 
castle after Ferrante died of 
battle wounds, and presided 
over a brilliant court of art 
and culture which Included 
Michelangelo among the co- 
urtiers. 

From the castle It Is a fas- 
cinating walk back to Ischia 
Cltta through winding streets 
of fishermen’s houses, Moor- 
ish arches, domes, cloisters, 
Italianate villas, and shops, ra- 
nging from open air fish stores 
to an Emilio Pucci boutique. 

You can leave Ischia on a 
high speed ali scarf o (hydro- 
foil) which telescopes the 18 
miles to Naples Into a quart- 
er of the time which it takes 
the ship to bring you -- al- 
though at four times the price 
and with about four times as 
many diesel fames 
The rapid trip leaves little 
time to reflect on this gentle 
green island though -- except 
to resolve that It is definitely 
a place to return to.

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U.S. Senate approves 
Panama Canal Treaty 

PANAMA CITY, April 19 (R). — Panamanians danced in the streets here 
today after Brig. Gen. Omar Torrijos, leader of this Central American state, 
hailed U.S. acceptance of a new Panama Canal Treaty as “the greatest 
triumph in our republic’s life.”

The United States Senate 
last night ratified a treaty un- 
der which Panama takes full 
control of the 80 kms. water- 
way by the end of the cen- 
tury. 

Gen. Torrijos went on tele- 
vision minutes afterwards to 
inform his people. “I am proud 
that my mission has been ac- 
complished," but later he so- 
unded a warning note. 

He said at a press conferen- 
ce that if the two treaties for- 
malising the cannal’s handover 
had not been ratified by the 
Senate; or had been passed in 
a form unacceptable to Pana- 
ma, “possibly the canal’s ope* 
rations would have been stop- 
ped tomorrow." 

Pressed to explain, he said 
Panama had, and always wo- 
uld have, power to destroy the 
canal. He had never consider- 
ed negotiation as the only me- 
ans of gaining control of the 
waterway for his country. 

After 38 days of debate, cl- 
ouded up to the end by un- 
certainty over the outcome, 
the U.S. Senate voted 68-32 
to ratify the second of two 
Panama Canal Treaties. 


Last night’s vote, one more 
than the required two-thirds 
majority, was an exact repeat 
of the March 16 ratification of 
the treaty establishing the ca- 
nal’s permanent neutrality. 

At the White House Presi- 
dent Carter, who had staked 
his prestige on approval of the 
treaties, said it could marie the 
beginning of a new era, not 
only with panama but with the 
rest of the world. 

Saying it was a day of wh- 
ich ail Americans could be 


proud, President Carter refer- 
red to the controversy over the 
right of the United States to 
keep the canal open by mili- 
tary force after the year 2000. 

"We now have a partnership 
with Panama to maintain and 
operate and to defend the ca- 
nal," he said. 

"We have the clear right to 
take whatever action is ne- 
cessary to defend the canal 
to keep it open. We do not 
have the right to intervene in 
the internal affairs of Pana- 
ma ”

Hie la.est 
outbreak brought riots yester- 
day in the southeastern town 
of Malatya following the kill- 
ing of the mayor and three of 
Ms family by a parcel bomb 
on Monday. 

Three students found dead 


near the town last night were 
believed to be victims of the 
violence. At least one of them 
was known to have been in 
Malatya during the rioting, in 
which shops were looted and 
cars set ablaze. 

Officials have not yet estab- 
lished who was responsible for * 
the death of Mayor Hamid Fe- 
n dog lu, his 25-year-old daught- 
er and two grandsons. 

Demonstrators gathered in 
the suburbs of Malatya again 
today with the lifting of a du- 
sk-to-dawn curfew imposed af- 
ter the riots, but there were 
no immediate reports of cla- 
shes. 

Troop reinforcements were 
rushed in yesterday, and soldi- 
ers were on duty throughout 
the town today. 

Police said a small number 
of people were injured during 
minor clashes yesterday and 
30 people were still being held 
after troops made house-to- 
house searches.

Vance 

talks 


arrives in Moscow

MOSCOW, April 19 (R). — 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance arrived in Moscow today 
for discussions with Soviet Fo- 
reign Minister Andrei Gromy- 
ko aimed at reaching a new 
agreement on limiting strate- 
gic arms. 

Moscow recently indicated 
it considered relations between 
the two superpowers were ap- 
proaching a crossroads, and 
has made it clear the strate- 
gic arms limitation talks 
(SALT) issue as the key. 


Nixon tapes not for sale 


WASHINGTON, April 19 (R). — The U.S. Supreme Court 
has banned the public sale of tape recordings of former Presi- 
dent Nixon’s conversations with White House aides. Mr. Nixon 
had protested that release of the tapes, which were played as 
evidence during the Watergate burglary cover-up trial, would 
be an unjustified invasion of his privacy. Justice Lewis Powell, 
ruling yesterday for the majority in the 7-2 decision, said 
that while U.S. courts recognised a general right to inspect 
and copy public records, “the right to inspect and copy judicial 
records is not absolute.” 


Victory Camp busts at the 
seams educating many of 
Rhodesia’s refugee children

VICTORY CAMP, Zambia, (R). 
— Far from the latest peace 
talks, squatting under spread- 
ing trees, are some of the 
refugee children of Rhodesia 
whose future is at stake irr 
the negotiations over the fu- 
ture of the breakaway colony. 

This is Victory Camp, a sp- 
rawl of tents and huts 24 
kms. east of Lusaka where 
some 7,000 of the 15,000 yo- 
ung Rhodesian refugees in 
Zambia are being educated in 
what must be one of the wo- 
rld's biggest schools. 

Most of the teaching is ou- 
tdoors in the shade of the 
trees. Today, for instance, a 
dozen of the youngest in Vic- 
tory Camp, where ages range 
from six to 21, gathered ar- 
ound a matronly teacher to 
estart English lessons. 

They sang a song called 
Good Morning -- a lot of si- 
nging seems to go on here 
-- before the teacher began 
lessons in simple English for 
children whose first language 
is Shonar or Ndebele. 

"What is this?" the teacher 
asked, holding up a shirt. A 
dozen pairs of hands shot up 
and one child was selected to 
give the answer. 

Rhodesian refugees 

Theirs was a touching in- 
nocence in contrast to die 
widening bush war in Rhode- 
sia that has caused them to 
leave their homes to live in 
this wired-off enclave in the 
Zambian bush. 

"They are happy here,” sa- 
ys school Director Obert Mat- 
shalaga, one of the teachers 
who accompanied the first 
batch of Manama mission sch- 
ool-children who left Rhodesia 
in January 1977. 

'The children know that, 
when they were at home, they 


had two choices: To be killed 
by the Rhodesians or to come 
here,” he says of Rhodesian 
allegations that children had 
been abducted to swell the 
ranks of Mr. Joshua Nkomo’s 
ZAPU (Zimbabwe African Pe- 
oples Union) army. 

For the children who leave 
Rhodesia, the first stop is a 
refugee camp in Botswana, wh- 
ere they are housed until they 
can be airlifted to Zambia 
further north where ZAPU is 
based. 

According to Mr. Matshala- 
ga, a 30-year-old graduate of 
the University of Rhodesia, 
the United Nations High Com- 
mission for Refugees (UNHCR) 
has just completed an emerg- 
ency airlift of children be- 
cause of serious overcrowding 
in the Botswana camps. 

The classroom exodus be- 
gan in January 1977 and is 
apparently continuing. Up to 
1 ,500 children and young peo- 
ple take the Botswana-Zambia 
route to exile each month, ac- 
cording to the UNHCR. 

Students or fighters 

‘Today we have 6,000 girls 
and 9,000 boys. By the end 
of the month it could be 
20,000,” said Amon Jirira, 
ZAPU’s Treasurer. 

Along the way they are di- 
vided into students and po- 
tential freedom fighters who 
will go to training camps in 
Zambia, Angola and elsewh- 
ere to join the ZAPU army, 
now estimated at 6.000 to 
8,000 trained guerrillas. 

“It is an equal assignment 
in our party to be a student 
or a freedom fighter. That is 
made very clear” Mr. Mat- 
shalaga said. The illiterate 
and the young, they go to 
school.” Others, pereumably 
go for training. 

Today there was a meeting 
in a large open space. When 


the children were not singing 
there seemed to be a lot of 
coughing. 

“That is just one of the 
problems,” says Mr. Matsha- 
laga. “In the rainy season the 
tents were wet, ventilation 
was not good and the air was 
bad." 

Accomodation 

The children -- boys and 
girls are segregated in two 
different camps -- sleep in te- 
nts or a vast, hangar-like dor- 
mitory made of corrugated 
iron where two-tier bunk-beds 
cover the floorspace. 

The tents range from mili- 
tary marquees to brightly-co- 
loured tourist designs. “The 
problem is that when we st- 
arted we were thinking in te- 
rms of a school for 300 to 
400.” 

“Even now we are equip- 
ped for about 3.000, not the 

7.000 we have,” the director 
said. Food supplies were in- 
adequate, as were teaching 
and recreation facilities, he 
said. 

Financial support for the 
ZAPU -run Victory Camp, re- 
ferred to usually as V.C., co- 
mes from a variety of interna- 
tional organisations and is 
administered by the UNHCR. 

According to unofficial esti- 
mates there are upwards of 

30.000 Rhodesian refugees In 
Zambia, half of them child- 
ren. 

Tens of thousands more 
have left the so-called “ope- 
rational areas” of the fighting 
for Mozambique, where the 
guerrillas of Mr. Robert Mu- 
gabe’s ZANU (Zimbabwe Af- 
rican National Union) - - 
ZAPU’s partner in the Patri- 
otic Front Alliance -- are bap 
sed. 

If Victory Camp is anything 
to go by, the Rhodesians in 
exile are already building the 


alternative society they want 
to replace white supremacy. 

Z i m babwean syllabus 

“We are working on our 
own syllabus, a Zimbabwean 
syllabus and we want to es- 
tablish a technical college for 
the older students at Victory 
Camp," Mr. Matshalaga said. 

The present curriculum of 
social studies, Ndebele, Sho- 
na and English also includes 
rudimentary political educati- 
on. “We must teach th em th- 
ings that are relevant to their 
own situation,” the school di- 
rector said. 

The school day begins at 
8:00 and lessons go on until 
13:00. “Then there are extra 
classes for the slow ones, and 
there’s going to be a garden 
for produce," he said. 

“Then there are all the 
other things, washing, looking 
after the tents, that take up 
students' time,” Mr. Matsha- 
laga said. "But we are short 
of recreational facilities, indo- 
or games. Young people need 
to play otherwise they get 
frustrated,” the director said. 
The children appeared adequa- 
tely clothed and fed. 

No problem adjusting 

Asked if the children had 
found it difficult to adjust, he 
said: “When you see them all 
together singing, you know 
there are no problems like 
that." 

Despite his enthusiasm, ho- 
wever, Victory Camp Is still 
a makeshift settlement, alth- 
ough new dormitories are be- 
ing built. It is not easy to 
foiget the war that brought 
students here. 

Driving the dirt road from 
Lusaka past the high barbed 
wire fence that cuts through 
the bush around the camp, 
a ZAPU escort said: “Drive 
slowly now. We could be ch- 
ecked by our boys (guerrillas) 
at any time.** 


To judge by an important 
speech on the subject by Pre- 
sident Leonid Brezhnev early 
this month, Mr. Vance will 
face strong demands for con- 
cessions from the United Sta- 
tes in Moscow. 

Speaking in Vladivostok, the 
Kremlin chief firmly restated 
the Soviet argument that va- 
cillation by the White House 
was putting a SALT-2 treaty 
in jeopardy, and he called for 
a new U.S. commitment to re- 
ach agreement. 

The tone of the official So- 
viet press has been similar 
and one senior commentator 
offered a stark choice of a 
break in the Soviet-U.S. dialo- 
gue of recent years, or a new 
SALT accord. 

This and other Soviet press 
comments have expressed im- 
patience at the slow progress 
of talks, linking them with bil- 
ateral relations in general and 
the process of detente. 


U.S. paper’s report 
on Chaplin theft is 
nonsense, says widow 


CORSIER-SUR-VEVEY, Swit- 
zerland, April 19 (R). — Char- 
lie Chaplin’s widow discounted 
as nonsense a report that the 
comedian’s body had been st- 
olen by anti-Jewish villagers. 

Lady Chaplin’s butler GinO 
told reuter by telephone yes- 
terday: “There is absolutely 
no truth to this report It is 
a load of nonsense. We know 
nothing new of the whereab- 
outs of Mr. Chaplin’s body.” 

The comedian died at the 
mansion on Christmas Day at 
the age of 88 and was buried 
in the village graveyard two 
days later. On the night of 
March 1 his body disappeared. 

On Tuesday the Los Ange- 


les Herald Examiner quoted 
“an impeccable source” as sa- 
ying the body had been dug 
up by villagers because Chap- 
lin, a Jew, bad been buried In 
a non-Jewish cemetery. 

A leading member of the 
Jewish community here; Mat- 
thias Treldel, said last night: 
“We don’t really consider 
Charlie Chaplin a Jew. I think 
his grandmother was a Jew, 
and he was brought up in a 
Jewish area of London, but 
that’s aD." 

He added: There is no 
marked anti-Semitism here, 
and several Jews have been 
buried in the same village ce- 
metery."

Soviet newspapers reacted 
sharply to a White House war- 
ning in March that Moscow’s 
policy in the Horn of Africa, 
where it has given strong mili- 
tary backing to the Ethiopian 
government, could interfere 
with a SALT agreement. 

Recent reports in the Ame- 
rican press, denied by the 
White House, aides as to whe- 
ther the Kremlin should be 
pressed harder about its in- 
volvement in Ethiopia. 

Suggestions in the West that 
the American neutron bomb 
could be used as a bargaining 
counter in strategic aims ne- 
gotiations also received a cold 
response. 

Last Sunday the Communist 
Party daily Pravda said the bo- 
mb, designed for use against 
advancing tank armies, was 
not a subject for current U.S.- 
Soviet talks and attempts to 
link them were aimed at delay- 
ing a SALT agreement. 


Of 

countries meeting here have 
discussed establishing a code 
of ethics to regulate interna- 
tional sews reporting. 

The aim would be to give 
non-aligned countries sovereig- 
nty over news flowing in and 
out of their borders, a spokes- 
man for the meeting said. 

Speakers made dear that 
they were “not against free in- 
formation but against free dis- 
information/* the spokesman 
told journalists. Several accu- 
sed Western news media of 
emphasising negative aspects 
in non-aligned countries and 
thereby distorting reality.

mit The meeting ended to- 
day. 

Earlier yesterday delegate 
unanimously approved a defl. 
nition of news, which might 
be used In exchanging inter, 
nation between noh-eUgned 
countries, conference sources 
said. 

The definition said news 
should embrace activity b&J 
developments underlining seri- 
al - change, including sodaL 
economic, cultural and sden: 
tifle news, and measures to 
improve the quality of life. 

The conference has made a 
series of recommendations to 
non-aligned governments oa 
cutting communication ‘ casts 
for news reporting. Including 
a subsidy of at least 50 per 
cent on telex costs of non. 
aligned news agencies. 

It agreed to establish sped- 
al courses for training jonn«. 
lists and a programme for ex- 
changing television and radio 
news between non-aligned co- 
untries.
